The House Reaches the Woolen Sec- 
tion of the Tariff Bill. 


Mills Again Makes Fatile Efforts to Choke Off 
Debate—Randali’s Condition Improved— 
Estimate for Pacific Coast Rivers 
and Harbors—Notes.

WASHINGTON (D. C.), July 11.—[By the 
Associated Press.]| Senate.—Senator Dolph, 
from the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
today reported favorably the bill to pro- 
hibit the coming of Chinese laborers into 
the United States, reported in the House 
by Mr. Belmont, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations, as a substitute 
for all bills before the committee relating 
to Chinese immigration. 

The conference report on the Postoffice 
Appropriation Bill was presented. The 
item for postoffice clerks for unusual busi- 
ness is fixed at $25,000, instead of $50,000, 
The item for rent, light and fuel of third- 
class postoflices is retained, with a proviso 
that no contract for rent for such postoffices 
shall be for more than one year. ‘The item 
as to postage ou seeds is fixed so as to make 
the postage 1 cent sor two ounces. On the 
amendment known as the subsidy clause 
the conference committee has been unable 
to agree. 

After an explanation by Mr. Plumb the 
report was agreed to, and Mr. Plumb moved 
that the Senate insist upon the subsidy 
amendment. 

After along debate, embracing the sub- 
jects of subsidies, tariff and the shortcom- 
ings of both parties, the motion to insist on 
the amendment was agreed to—yeas, 28; 
nays, 16. 

Mr. Dawes, in connection with several 
bills received from the House allowing rail- 
roads rights of way through Indian reserva- 
tions, called attehtion to the fact that very 
important and necessary legislatien for the 
Indian Department could not be got from 
the House while unanim consent was 
given, setting apart atime for considera- 
tion of bills for the benetit of raiiroaa com- 
panies. 

The Senate then proceeded to the con- 
sideration of the Senate bill to provide for 
fortifications and other seacoast defenses, 
but without action adjourned. 

House.—A conference was ordered on the 
Land Forfeiture Bill, and Messrs. Holman 
of Indiana, Stone of Missouri and Payson 
of Lilinois were appointed conferees. 

Mr. Hatch of Misso uri submitted a report 
of disagreement on the Agricultural Ap- 
propriation Bill, stating that the point of 
disagreement was the Senate amendment

which was not noticed by any of the mem- 
bers present.

SOME FEW FACTS AND FIGURES

Now the building there, made of brick 
and granite, cost $200,000, It is four stories 
high, with the three upper stories fitted up 
for offices and the iower into fouras hand- 
some store rooins as one seidom sees, It 
contains an elevator and all modern con- 
veniences. 

The Wiison biock, at the corner of First 
and Spring, comes next. Itis four stories 
high with a basement, and has a frontage 
of 200 feet on both — and First.

At the corner of Second and Spring, just 
a square away, isthe Bryson ®-Bonebrake 
building, which will be, when completed, 
perhaps the finest building in the city.

REGULAR. MEETING OF TAE 
COMMISSIONERS. 


Ihe Reform Members Fire Fight 
Officers Without a Hearing—They 
Map Outa Lot of Work—Several 
Sensations in the Wind. 


There was a large crowd in attendance at 
the meeting of the Police Commissioners 
yesterday afternoon. The officers whose 
resignations had been asked for were on 
hand with their friends, together with nu- 
merous other citizens, and the office was 
crowded to its tull capacity, even standing 
room on the sidewalk being in good de- 
mand, the usual crowd of saioon license 
seekers and their attorneys also being pres- 
ent. Chief Cuddy ‘was the first to arrive, 
and retired to the seclusion of His Honor’s 
private sanctum, where he waited the ar- 
rival ot his fellow Commissioners, who evi- 
dently had fish for luncheon, judging from 
the time it took them to get around. At 
2:30 Messrs. Workman and Humphreys 
came, when they also retired to the inner 
sanctum, when a sbort executive session 
was held, with the aid ef Horace Bell, who 
was in waiting. His Honor finally came 
out, and the regular weekly seance opened 
with the reading of a communication from 
City Clerk Teed, saying that the Council 
had ordered that no more saloon permits be 
issued until 188¥, aud several other orders 
of minor importance. On motion of Chief 
Cuddy, that portion referring to saloon 
licenses was referred to the City Attorney 
rs! his opinion as to the legality of the said 
order. 

The opinion of Mr. Chapman as to the 

wer of the board to issue a license to 
Yaivin & Coburn fora saloon in Hazard’s 
Pavilion, was read. Mr. Chapman is of the 
opinion t, under article 377, the board 
has such a right to exercise their power in 
the question under di-cussion. 

Atter some discussion, Chief Cuddy 
moved that, in view of the legal opinion 
submitted and that there had been no fur- 
ther complaints, that Calvin & Coburn be 
granted their license. 

SOUND TALK. 

The Mayor said if*the license was granted 
it would open up the whole question and 
they would have to grant numerous other 
licenses, when Mr. Stephens remarked that 
this was not fecessarily the case, as each 
one should be decided on its merits. An- 
other protest was made against granting 
the license, after which Mr. Stephens made 
another argumept at considerable length, 
in the course of which he remarked that if 
the board retused the license it would be 
because of fear of a fictitious public opin- 
ion, when he was called to order by Mr. Hum- 
phreys, who remarked that he thought that 
was a rather serious charge to make and he, 
tor one, resented it. Mr. Stephens thea re- 
sumed his talk, but was again interrupted 
by Mayor. Workman, who said that he

MORE ABOUT THAT QUESTION 
OF GRADING BOYLE AVENUE. 


Two Citizens Give Their Views on 
the Kights ot the Case—An Inter- 
view with Mayor Workman-—Im- 
portant to Property-owners, 


On the 10th instant THe Times pub- 
lished an article giving the views of Mayor 
Workman and other property-owners on the 
fraded portion of Boyle avenue, Below we 
print a communication on the other side, of 
the question: 


Borie Herents, July 11.—[To the 
tor of Tue Times.| In reply to an article 
which appeared in Tare Times of the lois 
instant, headed “Queer Work—The Mayor 
on the Warpath with a Meat-ax,” 1 will say 
the statements in said article are calculated 
to misiead the public.

The honored Mayor knew that the owners 
9f property on Boyle avenue were anxious 
w grade said street, as set forth in the peti- 
tion now before the Council, and at one 
time promised to sign the same, but when 
resented to him for his signature, re 
sused to do so, giving as his reason 
that it would cost him $8000 more 
for his pro rata of grading 
said street, as set forth in said petition than 
it would to grade his own frontage. ‘The 
other, property-owners were willing to pay 
their pro rata for grading, and all the sign- 
ers of the petition desire is whut they are 
entitled to under the.law, and it comes with 
poor grace for a man who lias been honored 


‘with the Mayoralty to plead ignorance of 


the law. Itthe City Council erred in the 
past, should it not rectify the error and 
fave the further complication of the city 
affairs. We have not the cheek toaska 


councilman to assist us in any scheme that 


will put a few dollars in our pockets, We 
expect a majurity of the City Council will 
do their duty and carry out the law as laid 
down in the statutes of our State, The ar- 
Sicle states that on the 24th day of October, 
887, Mayor Workman and otner property 
swhers appeared the Council and 
asked permission under the law to grade 
Boyle avenue from First to Josephine 
Vtreets. (There was not at that time, and 
the city records do not today show, any 
gstreet by the name of Josephine.)

Eastern People Still Flocking to the 
Golden State. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 11.—[Special.] G. 
E. Smith, Boston excursion agent of the 
Southern Pacific, and the only excursion 
agent of the company east, is in the city. 
He has much to tell relative to the develop- 
mentand growthof the excursion system 
that has proved so successful. Increasing 
inquiries about California and the enthusi- 
asm of Mr. Smith, who before that had run 
afew private excursion parties, were the 
causes that led to the Sunset trips. Mr. 
Smith was confident that through trains 
well advertised at cheap rates would draw 
much travel, and so he teld General Agent 
Hawley in New York. The necessary traf- 
fic arrangements were made with connect- 
ing lines, and Mr. Smith was told to work 
up business. The rate from boston, Balti- 
more or New Yurk to Los Angeles or San 
Francisco was fixed at $64.75. Second class 
and tourist sleeping cars were used. 

“We began with 19 passengers, and the 
travel ran up to 11 carloads in the height of 
the winter season,” said Mr. Smith in 
telling of his work today. “I should judge 
that up to June ist we have brought into 
the State néarly 3000 people. We went at 
the business differently from others. We 
made peopie come to our Boston office to 
learn about California. 1 had been out 
here once, and so 1 advertised that personal 
information could be given to all inquirers. 
Nearly every one asked about Southern 
California. Noone, hardiy, asked me any- 
thing about the upper part, because, appar- 
ently, they cared nothing about it. I 
brought nearly all the parties last winter to 
New Orieans c.nd then turned them over to 
another agent. I had excellent opportuni- 
ties to learn all about them. Generally, all 
our excursionists are the class of people you 
want in California. There are many of 
them who cannot afford to come with the 
Raymond parties, but most of our people 
are mechanics or farmers, who want to 
come out herg to stay. They are good me- 
chanics, good, live men with brain and 
sinew. Some bring their families. All 
have money, from 3500 to $3000. A good 
maby men come out alone, but families are 
often sent for later. We anticipate a large 
business next winter season. I could not 
say thatit would be larger than last year, 
for that would be saying a great deal. Peo- 
ple still want to know about the southern 
country. They know how to advertise down 
there, and they have done it, while the peo- 
ple up here have not. The best way I know 
is for the various localities which publish 
descriptive pamphlets to send them direct 
to the railroad headquarters where Califor- 
nia fickets are sold. Something that gives 
reliable information is greatly needed.”’

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ROARING TORRENTS. 


Eastern Rivers Overflowing 
Their Banks. 


Large Tracts in Pennsylvania and 
West Virgiuia Flooded, 
People Run for Their Lives While 
Their Homes Are Swept Away. 


Only a Few Persons Reported Drowned So Far, 
but the Loss Will Amount to Millions— 
Thrilling Scenes—The Worst 
Thought to Be Over,

Pjttspuren, July 11.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The freshet in the Mononga- 
hela River is almost unprecedented, and 
great damage has been done to the river 
‘craft and property all along the river from 


the headwaters to this city. The sudden- | 


ness of the rise took river men entirely 
unawares, and they were not prepared 
when the great body of water burst upon 
them. Millions of teet of lumber, scores 
of coal craft, fences and outhouses have 
heen floating down the swift current for 
the last 18 hours. The river at this point 
was still rising with 21 feet and 9 inches 
on the marks at9 o’clock, but it was re- 
ported as stationary, with 45 feet at Greens- 
boro, 100 miles above this city. At every 
point between Greensboro and Pittsburgh 
the lowlands are under water, and resi- 
dents have been compelled to live in 
upper stories of their houses, and in some 
tases to seek the hills for safety. Many 
had not time to remove their goods, as the 
water rose at the rate of a foot an hour, 
and at Greensboro 42 feet of rise was re- 
ported in less than 24 hours. The damage 
to property cannot be estimated at present, 
out it will reach away up into the hundreds 
of thousands. So far but one life has been 
‘eported lost. 
SCENES OF DESTRUCTION. 

The scene along the river front this morn- 
ing was one of great excitement. The 
banks were lined with people watching the 
aébris as it was swept down the swift cur- 
rent of the river, and the coal men were on 
the alert, fearing that their craft would be 
torn from theis mooring; and so fast as 
one cable would snap in twain it would be 
replaced by anothes. Ocvasionally a float- 
ing boat, barge or tipple would strike one of 
the piers of the bridge and sink from view 
again. Helpless craft would pass the 
bridges in safety and continue on the jour- 
ney to Cincinnati. The greatest damage to 
river craft occurred between 1:30 o’clock 
this morning aud daylight. Shortly before 
2o’clockalarge number of barges came 
down the river and struck the bridge, the 
huge barges turning end over end and 
breaking the towboat Barnard in against 
the steamer Jacobs. Every whistle on the 
river saunded the alarm, and as rays of the 
electric lights swept from side to side 
across the turbulent flooc it presented a 
wild sight. Logs, barges and fuel-boats 
were dashed against the piers of the bridge 
and snapped like twigs by the overwhelmm- 
ing force of the current. About 15 minutes 
afterthe barges cme down a number of 
pieces of wreckage floated past. in the 
middle of which a shanty-boat was swept 
along with a light on boarc. The river 
men shouted and whistles screamed to cet 
an answer from any person who might be 
on the boat. but noreply came, and if the 
owners were on board and asleep, as some 
of the river men thought, they were swept 
down to inevitable destruction.

‘The cur- 
rent is still yo at the rate of nine 
milesper hour, but the river is clear of 
débris. . Everything has run out. 

A later dispatch from Wheeling says that 
trom reports received from the flooded dis- 
trict in West Virginia it looks as if the loss 
would reach nearly $3.000,000. At least 
three lives were lost. The river is falling 
rapidly at all points, and it is becoming 
possible to get detailed reports from small 
towns in the mountains. 

THE DISASTER UNPRECEDENTED. 
WHEELING (W.Va.), July 11.—The rise 
in the Valley Kiver at Grafton yesterday 
from rains during the past two days was un- 
precedented, and to the lumber interests in 
this section is disastrous. Thousands of 
logs were swept away, booms destroyed, 
and mills nearthe river badly damaged. 
Several buildings were washed down the 

‘river and crushed to atoms when they struck 
the iron railroad bridge here. ‘The flood so 
far is more disastrous to Grafton than the 

‘fire of a year ago, and the loss to the town 
and section will not fall far short of $250,-

The Infatuated Womaan Acting ina Manner That

the Wayward Pair,

St. Lovis, July 11.—[By the Associated 
Press.] A dispatch from Topeka, Kan., 
says: The hearing on the application for 
& writ of habeas corpusin behalf of Moore 
and Mrs. Norton, has bean postponed till 
tomorrow. Mrs. Norton is said to be very 
nervous today, and clings still closer to 
Moore, and most fervently avers that. she 
will not be separated from him. Moore and 
Mrs. Norton were not informed till this 
‘morning, and it was known te no one but 
the officers, that a complaint was filed by 
County Attorney Curtis late last evening 
before Justice Carle against them charging 
a violation of the State law, under section 
12, in relation to marriages, which makes it 
a misdemeanor for an unmarried couple to 
live together as man and wife, and fixes the 
penalty at not leas than $50 nor more than 
$100 fine, or not less than 30 days nor more 
than three months’ imprisonment. Had 
they been released today, they would have 
been immediately arrested on the above 
charge. It is not likely that the warrant 
will be served until they are released. 

“I don’t have much faith in these habeas 
corpus proceedings,’ said Moore to a corre- 
spondent this morning.

ONE LAW FOK ALL. 


Chicago Justice Applies to Corpora- 
' tions as Well as Anarchists. 

CuHIcaGo, July 11.—[By the Associated 
Press.} Therulings of law inthe Anarch- 
ist cases by Judge Gary that sent Spies 
and his comrades to the gallows were turned 
today by another Chicago judge, Kirk 
Hawes, against the agents, attorneys and 
chief officials of one of the wealthiest cor- 
poratious in the country. The offense in 
thiscase was attempted jury-bribing, and. 
the main offender, Sumner C. Welch, a 
claim agent of the Chicago City Railway, 
is sentenced toa term behind the prison 
bars, while C, B. Golmes, president of the 
company, and C. M. Hardy, the company’s 
attorney, are recommended to be dealt with 
by the Grand Jury. Judge Hawes holdg 
that the conspiracy rulings im the Anarch- 
ists cases app ly as well to any other con- 
spirators, n rendering bis decision this 
morning he sent Weich to jail for six 
months, and held that it was not necessary 
that Holmes or Hardy should have done 
any positive or affirmative act or Deen pres- 
ent when it was done, if they in any way 
aided or abetted,and that if they did so aid or 
abet, they were as guilty as the actual crim- 
inal. The question as to whether Holmes 
and Hardv actually did abet, he ieft to the 
Grand Jury, recommending that body to in- 
vestigate their case. 

The Chicago City Railway is pormeve the 
largest corporation of the kind in the coun- 
try. President Holmes is a very en. 
wealthy citizen, and Attorney Hardy is a 
leading member of the bar. The bribery 
was inan insignificant little damage suit 
against the company, Welch approaching 
one of the jurors during a court recess and 
endeavoring to retain, by money, his ser- 
vices in the interest of the company. The 
juror indignantly refused, and voted for 
the highest verdict against the company, 
and afterward ex the whole business 
to the attorneys for the plaintiff. This 
raised a storm of public opinion, and 
brought out much evidence tending to 
show that the company’s course in this case

A YEAR'S INSUBKANCE. 


Report of the Commissiéner—A Good 
Showing. 

SAN Francisco, July 11.<[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The twentieth annua! re- 
port of the State Insurance Commissioner, 
dated June ist, has just been issued, In 
summing up the transactions of fire and ma- 
rine companies, the report says: “Although 
there was an increase of fire risks 
written during the past year in California 
Over those written the year previous, 
amourting to nearly $20,000,000, the amount 
paid for fire losses was #553,000 less, and 
for matine losses £92,553 less, making the 
losses for 1887 $645,441 less than for 1556. 
Resisted claims for losses have been few in 
number and for small amounts.” 

As to the life compauies, the statement is 
made that the life companies wrote $5,749.- 
742 more new business in 1887 than in 1886, 
receiving $146,278 more premiums. ‘The re- 
newal of premiuins amounts to $124,005, 
while the losses and endowments paid were 
less, showing an increase In assets
